For years, seien ce 
has been at work endeavoring to chain 
these mighty forces, òrgan ize them and 
tnake ihem the servant of mati. The 
South Kork Dam was a beautiful shcet of 
wàter. It was a place of quiet retreal 
from the noise and bustle of city li fe, and 
furnishcd pleasant recreation and inno- 
cent sport to those who resorted thilher 
from the city during the heat of the sum- 
mer. It cannot be said that this body of 
wàter was accomplishing any particular 
good, save that it ftiriiíshed innocent 
amusement, but neither did it do any 
harm. When, however, ihe dam broke, 
its wàters rushed domi Lhe valley, carry- 
ing destrnction before it, and leaving a 
path of desulatio') and death behind it. 
What tremendm.s torces layhidden in that 
quiet, little lake. They were harmless so 
long as they were held in check, but when 
let loosc, they were wild and fierce and 
destructive. What tremendous powcr is 
represented in the astronomical world, 
the heavenly bodies, nvoving in their re- 
s[iectivc orbits with unerring accuracy. 
Hut lhe motion of these bodies is harm- 
less. The 1 >1a nets move in harmony with 
and obedience to fixed laws. Taken to- 
gelher they make tip that vast òrgan iza- 
lion known as lhe universe in which ordi-r, 
harmony and unity prevail. 

Whetherin lhe realm of thcphysical, the 
intellecltial or lhe spi ritual, to accomplish 
lhe greatest results and altaín lhe highcst 
good, we mnst orgonizt ou r forces. What 
mighty forces, what energy and vitality, 
are worsc than wasted in this world, for 
want of proper organization, or propcrly 
directed cfforts.

The forces in lhe 
Christian church must be properly organ- 
ized if we are to accomplish a work equal 
to the measuretnent of dur ability and re- 
sponsibility. In onr own fralernity, Sis- 
ter Grossnickle is rapidly organizing, and 
properly directing the cfforts of the sis- 
ters. Brolher Taüey is bringing togelher 
the sealtered forces of our young people 
and directing thern into channels of usc- 
fulness. Our conferences are organized 
for the same purpose, and the good re- 
sults of these variotis organizai ions are be- 
coming morè and morè appa r ent.
